in  another  discipline.  Upon  successful 
completion  of  the  accelerated  16-month 
progr'am,  they>  are  awarded  the  B.S.

These  charts  compare  uses  of  funds  over 
the  last  two  years.  As  in  the  past,  salaries  and 
benefits  occupied  the  largest  single  portion  of 
the  School’s  budget.  Competition  for  the  best 
faculty  and  staff  continues  to  be  driven  signifi¬ 
cantly  bv  compensation  and  the  cost  of  living  in 
the  New  York  metropolitan  area  puts  a  pre¬ 
mium  on  this  factor.  Our  concentration  over  the 
last  several  years  on  raising  funds  for  faculty 
endowment  is  aimed  at  alleviating  this  demand 
on  operating  income.  Endowment  generates 
income  in  perpetuity  that  can  be  used  to  pay 
salaries  for  all  levels  of  faculty  members  as  well 
as  for  scholarships  and  other  needs. 

Financial  aid  costs  increased  by  over 
17%  this  year.  As  the  average  age  of  our  stu¬ 
dents  increases,  so  does  their  relative  need  for 
assistance.  Entry-to-practice  students,  who 
must  possess  a  bachelor’s  degree  before  enter¬ 
ing  the  program,  are  usually  ineligible  to 
receive  government  loans,  having  used  this  one¬ 
time-only  resource  for  their  first  baccalaureate 
degree.  With  tuition  costs  at  over  $13,000  a  year, 
our  ability  to  attract  the  best  students  is  largely 
dependent  on  our  ability  to  offer  financial 
assistance  and  so  we  continue  to  look  to 
alumni,  friends,  corporations  and  foundations 
for  their  help  in  meeting  this  important  need. 

The  “Other”  piece  of  the  fiscal  pie  is 
shrinking  as  salaries  and  financial  aid  con¬ 
sume  larger  parts  of  the  budget.  But  this 
segment  is  no  less  important.  It  includes 
expenditures  on  student  programs  such  as 
orientation  and  career  placement  as  well  as 
such  physical  amenities  as  appropriate  and 
comfortable  study  areas,  the  Technology  Learn¬ 
ing  Center  and  library  resources.  Also  included 
in  this  segment  are  the  administrative  expenses 
of  running  the  school  efficiently  and  effectively. 
Although  we  are  vigilant  in  our  efforts  to 
control  these  costs,  excessive  reductions  can 
eventually  lead  to  a  decrease  in  the  quality  and 
quantity  of  work  done.  The  School’s  Annual 
Fund  and  requests  for  other  unrestricted  fund¬ 
ing  are  critical  in  providing  the  resources  for 
this  segment  of  the  budget.

ANNUAL  FUND  $87,702 

Over  1,500  alumni,  parents  and  friends  gave 
a  record  total  of  $87,702  to  the  1990-1991 
Annual  Fund,  an  unprecedented  23%  increase 
over  the  previous  year.  We  are  deeply  grateful 
for  this  support  which  demonstrates  the  per¬ 
sonal  investment  of  each  contributor  in  the 
promise  of  the  School  and  in  the  nursing 
professionals  of  tomorrow.
